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i SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE 


Independent Democratic

In the first year of the war we were much concern- 
ed with the opportunity of gaining our natural and due 
share of South American trade. Our business men were 
investigating the Latin-American field. Our people were 
turning to the study of Spanish and the perusal of maps, 
trade reports books dealing with the unfamiliar southern 
half of our hemisphere. Our banks were opening bran- 
ches below the equator. Our government was doing its 
best to foster the new movement. We have heard little 
about the Latin-American trade latély. And the reason 
is that we've been getting it. The intelligent efforts of 
our exporters and government representatives are bear- 
ing fruit. 

A compilation made by the National City Bank of 
New York shows that our trade with South America for 
the first seven months of this year has been $547,000,000 
For same period of 1914 it was only $202,000,000. There 
is an increase of over 170 per cent. The trade is still grow- 
ing. It may be expected to increase faster than ever as 
a result of the new confidence and approval we have won 
among our South American neighbors by our entrance 
into the war. 

There should be no let-up in the efforts by which we 
have contributed to this fine result. North Americans 
should seek a still better understanding of South Ameri- 
cans. We want not only their trade but their better un- 
reServed friendship and co-operation in all matters affect- 
ing this hemisphere. We want them as partners in the 
spread of American ideals throughout the world. 

The government reports that food prices as a whole 


have advanced 47 per cent over the year before the war. 
That’s pretty bad, but not so serious as it might be, con- 
sidering the fact that profits in most cases have advanc- 
ed still more. naa dh Hiladise 


A FORCED LIBERTY LOAN 


.. We may-have another Liberty Loan one of these 
days subscribed entirely by German subjects. Their sub- 
scriptions will be voluntary. They will be in the form 
of German money or property in this country, seized by 
our government and spent for war munitions. It’ will 
be much like the confiscation of German ships. 

A federal: official named A. Mitchell Palmer, known 
as the ‘custodian of alien property,” is now engaged in 
lining up German possessions liable to such seizure. How 
much they will amount to is not yet known. Gold and 
other property coinbined are estimated at anywhere from 
$200,000,000 to $1,000,000,000. 

-: This may appear to be an irregular and unjust pro- 
ceeding. It is regular enough, however. A federal stat- 
ute provides that any money on deposit in the United 
States to the credit of persons or firms in Germany, 
Austria-Hungary and Turkey, or owed to them by indi- 
viduals or corporations in this countrv. may he used by 
our government, along with merchandise similarly own- 
ed. There are vast stores long awaiting shipment to 
Germany that will now be taken. President Wilson has 
specified that the proceeds shall be invested in Liberty 
Bonds. 

As for the justice of the thing, it appears too that 
there need be no scruples on that point. Germany will do 
the same thing with American property. It is hard on 
private individuals and firms to lose their money and 
goods through no fault of their own: but they may nat- 
urally expect compensation from their own government.
